IRISH LAND COMMISSION. 



WHEREAS It the Irish Land Act, 1903, Section 88 (5), it 
is enacted that "Rules under Section fifty of the Act of 1881 
may he made by the Judicial Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Lord Chancellor, with respect to the proceedings under 
this Section in appeals and re-hearings, and those Rules shall, 
among other things, provide for an ad valorem scale of fees 
to be paid on notices of appeal or re-hearing.” 

IT is ordered by the Judicial Commissioners — with the 
approval of the Lord Chancellor — that until further order the 
following Rules shall take effect, and he in force in the Land 
Commission in relation to the proceedings under the said 88tli 
Section in Appeals and re-liearings : — 

1. In these Rules the expression “ Appeal ” shall include a 
re-hearing before the Land Commission — unless the context 
otherwise requires. 

2. Rules 79, 81, 85, 88, and 89 of the General Rules of 
2nd J anuary, 1897 , shall cease to be in force as regards appeals 
lodged after this date, but all other Rules under the Land Law 
Acts relating to appeals shall remain and he in force save so far 
as the same are inconsistent with the present Rules. 

3. Any person aggrieved Toy any order of one Commissioner, 
not being a Judicial Commissioner, or by any order of a Sub- 
Commission, and who desires to have the case reheard, shall, 
within two months after the date of such order, serve on the 
opposite party a notice of appeal which may he in Form No. 
71a, and thereupon shall, within ten days from the date of such 
service, transmit to t he Land Commission the original notice of 
appeal duly stamped, which shall be endorsed with the time and 
mode of service on the opposite party, and such endorsement, 
shall he signed by the person who effected such service. 

t L -Wy person aggrieved by the decision of any Civil Bill
